'• Psoriasis is one of the most coiiv- 
mon skin diseases. It is usually 
harmless so far as life or general 
health is concerned, but is disfig- 
uring in many cases. Only a small 
part of the skin may be affected 
or .it may cover almost all of the 
body surf-ice. 


The most common locations are 


at the -elbows, knees, scalp and 
Tower back. 
The eruption may 


begin suddenly or it may stari 
with only a few spots on scattered 
.parts of the body. 


The affected area is usually 


bright red, scaly and flat. There 
is a sharp line between the in- 
volved skin and. that which ap- 
pears completely normal. Psori- 
asis may gradually spread or stay 
in the same spot.

U, S. atomic researchers are de 
veloping powerful new weapon 
against heart disease and cancer 
the director of the nation's atom 
ic program said yesterday. 


Acting Chairman Sumner Pike 


of the atomic energy commission 
disclosed that: 


1. A new method has been de 


veloped which may predict heart 
disease'as much as 15 years before 
symptoms normally occur. 


2. There have been experiments 


"which seem to give us a clue a.. 
to the location of some cancers 
which couldn't previously 
have 


been found." 


Pike said work still is being 


done on both experiments, and he 
cautioned 
against 
placing 
too 


much faith in them prematurely. 
He expressed his views in an in- 
terview broadcast by the Gannett 
News service. 


"Roughly, over 40 per cent: of 


all basic research done in medi- 
cine and biology is being done by 
means of help of radioactive ele- 
ments that have come from the 
Oak Ridge (Tenn.) project," Pike 
said. 


"We have had a very interesting 


piece of work done, which seems 
to give us almost complete diag- 
nosis of oncoming heart disease— 
the ordinary heart disease that 
kills nearly half of our older folks. 


"We may possibly be able to 


tell five, ten to fifteen years be- 
fore any clinical symptoms show 
up the people who may be in dan- 
ger of having hardening of the,ar- 
teries. 


"Many feel it looks as though 


some dietary changes could stave 
off such developments. 


"Recently there have been diag 


nostic experiments done on cance 
which seem to give us a clue a 
to the location of some cancel- 
that couldn't previously have been 
found. 


"We're sort of in the middle .-> 


these experiments and haven', 
come to complete conclusions, so 
it is well not to be too sure o: 
them. But 
these methods are 


bringing results faster, perhaps 
than any other methods that have 
been discovered."

• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Mount Rushmore Memorial 
Recalls Aims of 
Washington and Jefferson 


By Drew Pearson 


HAPID CITY, South Dakota.—I came out to 


the Black Hills yesterday to dedicate the gigan- 
tic lighting system which now floods the ma- 
jestic, granite faces of Washington, 
Jefferson, 


Lincoln and Theodore Roosevelt, carved high 
on the side of Mount Rushmore in this beauti- 
lul national park. 
r 


Sometimes I think it' is a good thing for a 


Washington newspaperman, or even a Wash- 
ington bureaucrat or for every American, as a 
matter of fact, to get away from his routine 
and do some thinking about our founding fath- 
ers and th« great goals they set for us to carry 
out. 


The four patriots whose laces are carved on 


this mountain side were all crusaders and, in 
a sense, dangerous revolutionaries. In fact, 
Washington and Jefferson wei'e considered so 
dangerous that the crowned heads of Europe 
tried desperately—even as late as the Emperor 
Maximilian during our Civil War—to defeat the 
"subversive" democracy left in their wake. 


Lincoln was another revolutionary, considered 


so dangerous by the south that it rebelled. While 
Teddy Roosevelt's "dangerous" campaign against 
big business caused the corporations of his day 
to heap more abuse on his head than that 
heaped on the head of another Roosevelt. 


Nevertheless, these men set a creed of gov- 


ernment and a goal for human living which has 
surpassed anything in the world today. They tried 
to take the basic principles of Christianity and 
apply them to the governing of peoples. Christ 
left to the world the doctrine of the dignity of 
man. The founding fathers, building in a new, 
clean world, tried to carry that doctrine out. 
The philosophy which Jefferson laid down for 
the guidance and protection of !the individual 
man in the society of men was carried further 
by Lincoln's crusade to make all men free and 
equal. 
- 


How well we of this generation have suc- 


ceeded in living up to their great goals will b« 
for others to judge, but at least I think we nav* 
tried. 
The Age of Fear 
However, in this year 1950, halfway through 


this modern and amazing century, we are in 
real danger at bogging down in an "age of 
iear." 


Faced with the awful knowledge that others 


have the atomic bomb, faced with the fear of 
the hydrogen bomb, or bacteriological warfare, 
of new trans-oceanic submarines and trans- 
Atlantic rockets, we are in definite danger of 
relapsing into an age of fear, an age when we 
do not go forward because we are paralyzed 
with fright. 


The symptoms of dfear have been all too ap- 


parent in recent months—almost ever since 
President Truman announced that Russia had 
the atomic bomb. It is a well-known medical 
fact that fear causes paralysis and lack of deci- 
sion. When injected into the human body it 
causes nausea and poison. Injected into the body 
politic, it has the same effect. 


Perhaps that is why we have been so busy 


looking under State Department beds and 
worrying about five-year-old mistakes that we 
fail to look ahead to prevent the mistakes of 
the future. 


Washington and Jefferson had a lot more 


excuse to succumb to fear than we. They were 
operating 13 weak and struggling colonies, sur- 
rounded' by big and avaricious monarchies. But 
they were so busy pioneering, so busy pushing 
on to new frontiers, that they didn't have time 
to be afraid. 


Yet we, the most powerful nation in the 


world, are so busy concentrating on armed de- 
fense that either we don't have time, or are too 
-paralyzed with fear to take the offensive. 


Ideas, Not Bullets ' 
The Communists today are not fighting with 


bodies or bullets, but with ideas and men's 
minds. Bodies and bullets, artillery and air- 
planes are expensive. Ideas are cheap; though 
it takes ingenuity, perseverance and courage 
to use them. 


We have sent billions in arms, food and ma- 


terial to Europe and the Orient; but we have 
not accompanied them with ideas. In most cases 
we have not even stamped them with a mprk 
to let it be known they c/>me from the.American 
people. Sometimes we have stamped them with 
the initials "UNNRA" or "JRC," but few people 
know what those initials mean. 


Almost never have we spelled out th* fact: 


"These gifts come to you from folks just %k« 
you in Wichita, Wenalchee and Waukegan." 


One trouble with us—and our allies—is that 


our arms program leaves no alternative but war. 
Adequate arms are necessary. But piling arms 
on top of more arms, with no other objective 
or alternative in sight, makes people lose hope. 
They know this leads to war. 


Thus, long Before war comes, they are para- 


lyzed with discouragement and fear. 


Ajre of Hope 
So perhaps what the world needs today are 


some new objectives, new goals, and new hope. 
Perhaps what we need to do is take the great 
goals which Washington, Jefferson, Lincoln and 


Hoosevelt set for us, and extend them beyona 
our own borders. 


We have done a pretty good job of fulfilling 


those goals in this country, but we have rested 
on our oars of late in extending their creed 
to others. 


Perhaps we need a new formula, a new means 


of extending the ideals of Washington, Jeffer- 
son and Lincoln to the rest of the world, a new 
vehicle for selling hope. 


I am not sure what that vehicle is. But I do 


know that we must offer ourselves and the rest 
of the world something more than arms and 
the inevitable war that comes from sole re- 
liance on arms. 


The first world war gave Russia to the Com- 


munists. The second war gave Russia half the 
world. The third world war, if it comes, would 
leave a chaos in which communism would thrive 
everywhere. 


So let's get away from this age of fear and 


its sole reliance on armed force. And in subse- 
quent columns I should like to discuss how we 
can get back to an age of courage, faith and 
"hope. 


Country Above Politics 


Gov. Frank Lausche, a maverick Ohio Demo- 


crat, indicates he might vote for Republican 
Sen. Robert Taft next fall if he thinks the 
country's interest dictates it. 


Lausche plainly has in mind Taft's highly 


productive career in the Senate, where he has 
been a leader from the moment he took office. 
It would hardly be accurate to say Taft has 
never lapsed into political opportunism; but his 
record of service conscientiously rendered is 
nevertheless almost unmatched. 


Opposing him Lausche sees Joseph Ferguson, 


"fearless state auditor," father of eight, and 
mangier of the English language. The governor 
is finding it difficult right now to believe the 
amiable Mr. Ferguson could be of equal value 
to his country as a member of the Senate. 
1 But even if Lausche votes for Taft, that 
doesn't mean the senator is in. In political par- 
lance, Ferguson is a "sleeper." Powerful forces 
will back him, including labor's full weight. 
And the voters who go to the polls in November 
won't be measuring his scholarship. 


A Healthy Sign 


The Bonn government of west Germany has 


acted to place the German people once more 
within the broad family of peace-loving Euro- 
pean nations. 
It has approved joining the 


fledgling Council of Europe. 


Not since 1936. when Nazi Geimany staked 


out of the League of Nations in one of the pre- 
ludes to World War II. has this nation been 
linked in any way with an international body 
devoted to peace and order. 


The action in Bonn is but a bare beginning. 


West Germany is half a country and the Coun- 
cil of Europe the merest shell of a European 
parliament. 
Yet the signs are healthy. All the 


freedom-loving peoples should hail this step. 
They should hope, too, that it, is only the fore- 
runner of others which some day will carry a 
united Germany of the democratic nations. 


Distinguished Candidate 


Some of his critics suggest that 71-year-old 


James F. Byrnes is running for the South Caro- 
lina governorship because he still has higher 
ambitions. 


But those who appear to know him best be- 


lieve he means it when he says he has no 
thought of any other office. He wants to be 
governor because he believes he'll thus have a 
chance to combat big government, which he 
sees as a growing menace on the American 
scene. 


Whatever his motive for running, 
there's 


something to be gained by every believer in 
democracy just from the fact that he's a candi- 
date. B-ehind him is a career as senator, Supreme 
Court justice, assistant president, secretary of 
state. He needs no new laurels and probably 
seeks none. He is honoring fie ofi'ice by seeking 
it, and honoring the democratic system in the 
process 


Sad Commentary 


There's a grim note in pictures from Western 


Germany showing new concrete roads being 
built in a fashion that will aid their speedy 
destruction in event of war. 


All along the pavements on either side a series 


of holes have been drilled and covered with 
concrete caps. In an emergency, a retreating 
force needs only to drop explosive charges into 
the holes and fall back. Saves a lot oi digging, 
and a lot of time. 


Probably the next step: bridges and tunnels 


complete with TNT and fuse systems, needing 
•only the touch of a detonator to set them off.

DOES CHARACTER AFFECT THE GLANDS?

Moreover, this important fact is being realized: Unchristian 


mental and spiritual altitudes upset the proper secretion of the 
glands. 1 asked an able medical man this question; "If we live 
in a truly Christian way, will not the glands, provided that 
they are healthy function perfectly?" The answer was an un- 
qualified "Yes." Then we have Christian glands! Unchristian 
fear, hate, selfishness, and guilt upset them, throw them out of 
proportion. Christian confidence, love, unselfishness, and recon- 
ciliation make the glands function naturally and in the right 
proportion. If our glands make us, then it is equally true that 
we make our glands. Perhaps the truth could be better stated- 
this way: God made our glands and into their structure He 
wrote the Christian law, and when we obey that law our glands 
are harmonious and rightly proportioned for health.

The attitude we take toward our 


own disappointed hopes and plans 
determines our children's attitude 
toward theirs. 


Mothers and fathers are wise 


who refuse to react too sympa- 
thetically when their children 
meet hurt and injustice. 


In my experience, I have often 


discovered that parents who be- 
come too emotional and indignant 


over their youngsters' defeats are 
suffering 
from unacknowledged 


anger and resentment over their 
own. 


I have yet to meet the human 


being who has not encountered 
frustration or injustice some time 
in his life. Our youngsters' self- 
confidence is apowerful incentive 
in strengthening us to come to 
terms with them, when we learn 
how easily children are influenced 
by negative and defeatist attitudes 
in ourselves. 


Your child means more than the 


soothing syrup of sympathy when 
he is discouraged by failure. Give 
him, instead, love's vigorous and 
confident reassurance that he can 
overcome it. 


In her son's presence, a village 


boy's mother always referred to 


him as a "poor homeless child." 


Her 
attitude 
constituted his 


pioblem. She herself had dam- 
aged his ability to stand up for 
his right to justice and considera- 
tion from others. Looking upon 
him as a victim of circumstances 
she had taught him to regard him- 
self as one. When he finally found 
the strength to resist the victim 
role she had imposed upon him 
he ceased to have victimizing ex- 
periences. 


Back to his mother's exagger- 


ated sympathy for her son was 
deep self-pity for her own life's 
disappointments. 


Over-eagerness to commiserate 


with our children for injuries done 
to them calls for self-examination 
by us—their parents, 


We do not contribute to young- 


sters' self-respect and self-assur- 
ance by regarding them as unfor- 
tunate and deprived.

LAKE SUCCESS—Put yourself 


in the shoes of Margarita J— 


young woman of Budapest. 


You're 29, have a son six. In 1944, 
the Germans picked up your hus- 
band, a bookseller, and put him 
in a labor battalion sent to build 
bridges and dig ditches on the 
Russian front. You haven't heard 
from your husband since. 


Among the few starving, wasted 


men who were sent home to Hun- 
gary by the Russians in early 1946 
you find a former friend of your 
husband. He tells you that they 
were all captured by the Hussians 
and put to work at forced labor 
by them. He saw your husband in 
January 1945 in a small labor camp 
in the Ukraine and then they lost 
track of each other. 


Or figure for yourself, if you 


can, what it is to be like Marie 
N«—, a French barmaid. The Ger- 
mans came into her little town in 
Alsace, sent her father into Ger- 
many for forced labor, shipped her 
husband off to a prisoner-of-war 
camp. She doesn't know what be- 
came of them. 
Both of these 


women—and many, many more— 
have a lot of problems. 


The United Nations is trying to 


solve them in a new step to have 
war victims declared legally dead 
after they have been missing for 
i'ive years. Nobody knows that 
they are actually dead. But they 
haven't shown up on Red Cross 
lists, Bepatriation missions haven't 
found them. Their bodies or their 
graves haven't been found. They 
may have been among the bony 
skeletons shoved into the furnaces 
and pits of Dachau, Buchenwald 
or Oszwieczim. They can only be 
presumed dead and the U.N. has 
taken the step necessary to declare 
them legally dead. 


It will help Hans G 
, too. 


Hans is an anti-Nazi German-who 
managed to flee Germany and 
finally find his way to Uruguay. 
He left behind his parents, two 
brothers, a sister, and a sweet- 
heart. His father once had some 
money. He has heard no word 
from them since be escaped Ger- 
many in 1938. They are presumed 
dead. But there is no trace of 
them. 


All these people — Margarita, 


Marie, Hans and the many others 
—have deep-reaching 
problems. 


Margarita and Marie had oppor- 
tunities to marry again. Should 
they? What if their husbands 
finally came back? What about 
that fairly comfortable insurance 
policy Margarita's husband had? 
How about the inheritance that 
Marie should have had from her 
father, the government pension

The U.N. moved to take the 


uncertainty out of the status of 
these people as much as it can 
when representatives of 31 nations 
adopted a convention on the decla- 
ration of death of missing persons. 
The agreement sets up an interna- 
tional bureau to serve as a central 
clearing house and registry. 


People like Margarita or Marie 


or Hans can go to a court in their 
own country and ask it to declare 
•nissing relatives dead. The court 
refers the request to the central 
bureau. The bureau publishes the 
request for three months. If at the 
end of that time the person pre- 
sumed dead does not come forward 
:o say that he is alive, the bureau 
lotifies the court and it issues a 
death certificate. 


The effect of the convention is 


to make the 'court death certifi- 
cate valid in every country that 
signs the convention. This means 
hat if Hungary, Uruguay and 
France sign the convention, each 
of these countries will recognize 
the validity of a certificate issued 
n any one of them. Russia, into 
which millions of now missing 
persons were swallowed, showed 
no interest in the meeting.

Fields Of Corn 


Suggested To See 
If Spray Needed To 
Stop Corn Borer 


The amount of damage that the 


Corn Borer did to corn in Pettis 
County last year may well justify 
corn growers to spend an hour 
per field of corn to..make .a. count 
of the egg masses now .present on 
the leaves. This count can be a 
guide to determine if spraying the 
corn will be advisable, says the 
County Extension Office. 


While wide spread 
extensive 


damage likely will not occur this 
year, yet dt may be very severe on 
some fields. 
Spraying may be 


highly profitable on these fields. 
Counting egg masses now will give 
the producer experience in early 
detection of the probable damage 
which may be of material value 
in the future—as it looks as 
though we will have this pest 
with us from now on. 


The following method of count- 


ing is suggested. Walk 100 feet 
into the field. Then count off 25 
corn stalks in a row and examine 
each (all leaves) and record the 
number of egg masses on the 25 
stalks, this number times 4 gives 
the number per 100 stalks. 
The 


under sides of the leaves and 
usually (not always) 
near 
the 


midrib. 


Spraying on Corn 
Spraying is recommended when 


there are 50 egg masses on 100 
stalks of corn 35 inches tall or 75 
to 80 egg masses on 100 stalks less 
than 25 inches tall. Less than this 
number will perhaps not cause 
enough loss to justify the expenses 
of $2.25 to $2.60 for spraying ma- 
terial only and the additional ex- 
pense of applying the spray ma-

The spray recommended is 3 


quarts 25% DDT oil emulsion per 
acre. At least three nozzles should 
be used, one directly over the 
plants and one on each of two 
sides. As the larva (small worms) 
hatched from the eggs move to the 
axis of the leaves and stalks the 
spray material should reach this 
area. Spraying seems most effec- 
tive 10 to 12 days after the eggs 
are hatched. This appears to be 
about June 28 to July 4. Some 
larva were seen on June 16 and 
17. Some hatched out June 17, 
and by the time this is published 
many will be hatched. Better look 
for small worms and egg masses 
and the remains of the egg masses. 
These egg masses are a little lar- 
ger than a pin head in •width and 
maybe two to three times as long.

Green 
manure not only increases yields 
but will increase the quality and 
nutritive value of the crops pro- 
duced. 


The addition of organic matter,
